icks, the Russian military attache in 
Paris. It says the man who was re- 
sponsible for the sale of military secrets 
•was Dreyfus. Subsequently Fredericks 
wrote a letter in which he says he was 
deceived by Esterhazy and Henry, and 
that Dreyfus was not guilty. This let- 
ter is now in possession of Dreyfus' wife. 
It was on the strength of this letter 
that the court of cassation ordered a re- 
vision of the trial.

on the Big Four was -wrecked at 7:10 
o'clock Sunday evening at Wood river 
bridge, three miles east of this city. 
Eight persons were injured. They are:

The train consisted of an engine and 


a car. Conductor Lewis Barton was in 
charge and there were thirteen passen- 
gers aboard. 
The train is sent oux 


every Sunday evening to East Alton to 
meet the main-line excursion train out 
of St. Louis to Mattoon. The train lert 
here at 6:55 o'clock and was due at 
East Alton at 7:15. About a mile this 
side of East Alton is a wagon-road 
crossing, and 150 yards further on is 
the new steel 'bridge over Wood river. 
After the train passed the road cross- 
Ing Engineer Swettenham noticed a 
cow on the side of the track. The an- 
imal was running and jumping. The 
Jngine passed the animal. But just at 
this juncture the cow plunged toward 
the train and went between the engine 
and car.

MAY DENY THE CUBAN DEBT, 


'The Action Will Have Little Effect on 


Europe, as Mojt of the Bo mis Are 
Held In Spalll—It la Felt lu Madrid 
That the Philippine* Are Lost. 


Paris, Nov. 21.—The Spanish peace 


commissioners will, unless all 
signs 


fall, yield to the demands of the United 
States for the cession of the Philip- 
pines. The Spaniards will protest, but 
submit. There will be no.rupture of 
"the peace negotiations. The Spaniards 
•Will bow to the inevitable. 
They rec- 


ognize that they cannot resist the will 
of America. 
They will simply try to 


obtain the most possible in the way of 
pecuniary 
compensation. They will 


not get as much as they expect. 


The Gaulois, which is frequently in- 


spired by the Spanish delegates, says 
that they will present a memorandum 
.at today's meeting of the peace com- 
missioners in which they 
will deny 


that clause 3 of the protocol implies 
the cession of the Philippines. 


The American commissioners, 
the 


'Gaulois says, are expected to maintain 
their demands. The Spanish will then 
draw up a protest against the Amer- 
ican attitude, followed by a declaration 
that they yield to nothing but force. 
Then negotiations on the Philippines 
Will be commenced without delay. 


With, questions of 
principle 
thus 


cleared away and settled, it is believed 
that the negotiations will not be long 
drawn out. Spain is making a last 
play for European sympathy by threat- 
ening to repudiate her debts. This will 
doubtless fail, as most of these bonds 
are now held by Spaniards. 


To Repudiate Cuban Debt. 


Madrid, Nov. 21.—In political circles 


It is asserted that an agreement has 
been reached between the peace com- 
missioners in Paris. The government, 
it is semi-officially announced, intends 
to notify the Cuban bondholders that 
Spain will not pay the Cuban 
debt, 


which will not be mentioned in the 
peace treaty. The government consid- 
ers itself completely freed from these 
entanglements, "which fall upon the 
nation exercising sovereignty and col- 
lecting taxes in Cuba."

from Spanish rule to American con- 
trol. 


Outside the vicious 
and 
criminal 


classes, whoa.e numbers have unfortu- 
nately been increasing, the city dreads 
disordei-. 
All classes may be relied 


upon to exercise self-restraint and to 
aid the authorities. 
But they do not 


know what the army may do, and, not 
knowing, they are feverish and expec- 
tant. 
It is a question with some ob- 


servers whether trouble will -yet come 
in Cuba or whether the ambitious sol- 
dier-politicians will mold the troops 
to their purposes and hold them in 
check until the return to Spain. The 
proposition is not a complicated one. 
It they get a fair share of the back 
pay that is due them the troops will 
remain quiet.
